Iii the Forum, for April, Theodore 
Uooaevelt tells \ in ringing words 
44 What Americanism Means.” His 
article reads in part ns follows: 

•*Our nation isv'hat one among all 
the nations of Ihe earth which bolda 
in its hands the Idle of the coding 
years. We enjoy exceptional ad 
vautages and are/meuaced by ex 
ceptional dangers and ail signs in 
dicute thaw we Vball either fail 
greatly or suocihnI greatly. I firmly 
ladleve that we slisll succeed; hut 
we must not foolishly blink at the 
dangers hy which wWare threaten¬ 
ed, for that is the w«jr to fail. 

- “There are two or three side* to 
the question of Americanism, and 
two or three senses in which the 
word 'Americanism’can he used to 
express the antithesis of what is 
wholesome mid desirable. 1*^ the 
first |dace, we want to be broadly 
American and national, as opposed 
to being local or sectional. There 
is a second side to this question id* 
a broad Americanism, however.— 
The patriotism of the village or the 
belfry is bad, but the lack of all pa¬ 
triotism is even worse. One may 
fall very far short of treason ami 
>et Ite an undesirable citizen in the 
community. The man who becomes 
Euio|H*Hiiixed, who loses his power 
of doing good work nil this side of 
the water, and who loses his love 
for his native land, is not a traitor; 
but he is a silly aud undesirable cit 
'zed. He is emphatically a noxious 
element in our body politic as is the 
man wild comes here from abroad 
and remains a foreigner. The third 
sense in which the word 4 American 
ism’may l»e employed is with refer 
euce to the Americanizing of the 
new comers to- our shores. We 
must Americanize them in every 
way—in speech, in political ideas 
and principles, and m their way of 
looking at the re atious lietween 
church ami State. v > e welcome 
the German or the Irishman who 
becomes mi American. We have 
no use Ibr the German oi the Irish¬ 
man who remains such. We have 
no room for any (ample who do not 
act and vote simply as Americans, 

and as nothing else. .Moreover, we 
have as little use tor |**oplc who 

carry religious prejudices into our 
politics as for those who carry piej- 
ndices of caste or nationality. 

“We stand unalterably In favor 
of the public school system in its 
entirety. We believe that the En 
gludi, and no other language, is 
that in which all school exescises 
should be conducted. We are a 
gainst any division of the school- 
luud, and against any / iM>M<>prur- 
tion of public money for sectarian 
purposes. We are against any rec 
(ignition woatever by the State in 
any shape or form, of State-aided 
parochial schools. But we are e- 
quaily opposed to any disorimmn 
fiou against or for a mail because of 
his creed.”

At 
frequent times she would cry out, 
as she weut iu advance of tbe party 
by fifteen or twenty yards : “Here 
are my poor brother’s tcacks!” 

Upon reselling the top or Back 
Creek Mountain, it watt thought 
bent to go no farther, as fourteeu 
men conld do nothing with so many 
savages ae the signs iudiuated.

A very sod Occident happened on 
Tuesday near Ed ray, A. C. Wood¬ 
dell, tke proprietor of a steam saw¬ 
mill, now set near Waugh’s-mill, 
was working on a log slide gear bis 
mill, engaged in putting over logs 
which had been freshly peeled. 
Three logs had stopped abont mid¬ 
way down the hill side, the last log 
running against the end of another 
and remaining straight up aud 
down the hill. Mr. Wooddell, with 
Win. Mnrlee, went to loosen up the 
jam, nnd in doing so, got below the 
topmost log. When this was loos 
ened it shot dowu wards and caught 
and curried him ntiout seventeen 
feet dowu the hill, jaming him 
against a log which was lying 
across the slide. The log stopped 
and was lying across bis laxly. Mur 
lee removed this log ami Mr. Wood¬ 
dell said, “That relieves me !

County. | 

Professor H. It. Itrown, who haa 
the chair of geology in the West 
Vlrgluia University, gave a moat 
interesting lecture oil the geologpcnl 
formation of l'ooahoiitas county. 
He assailed that one could tell 
what manner of people lived In a 
certain section. A oertgln sort of 
rook, which la the basis of all soil, 
gives a certain sort of vegetntion, 
and It is rich or |ir«xlnotlve soil or 
poor and barren accordingly. From 
onr near lies* to limestone, Profeiof 
brown aatd that lie had rightly in 
I’errod that wo had a good grass 
aud grain country, hence fat cattle, 
which makes people rich, and so 
they have an np|K>rtunlty of becom¬ 
ing an educated and Intelligent aort. 
lie said he lind not been disappoint 
ml aud that he had found it a liter¬ 
al land of milk and honey. 

Here are given soiuo nofes from 
his lecture: 

starting with what Ir known as 
the Humiltou shales, wo have tluit 
formation that allows broad val¬ 
leys and wide meadows to lie made 
by the streams. These lie flat in 
the Tygsrt's Valley, near Ilcvcrly, 
and so wo see there a broad valley. 
Tbe Hamilton Bhnles appear again 
at Huntersville, but are more up¬ 
right, and the flat oonutry is not so 
extensive; the country, however, 
broadens oufcuear tbe White Bui 
■pliur Bprlngs. Green Bank and 
l)u:imore lie 16 this region of Ham 
ilton shales. This is .always good 
laruiiug country. These shales are 
named from the town of Hamilton, 
N. V(Colgate College)' where they 
werg flq»t studied .. They extend 
south to Klkius, Beverly,' 

Huntersville, and tho White Bui- 
pliur Bprlngs. These points show 
tbe dlroetiou they He In West Vir¬ 
ginia.,. From this formation most 
.sulphur springs are yielded, owing 
to their oon taming sulphate of iron.

A Korean Blaakmaller. 

A few months since Klin ok Kim, 
a Korean revolutionist tn sympathy 
with tlic Japanese, was assassinat¬ 
ed, at Bliaiiglial, by one Hong, a 
Chinese ciiiIcsAq . By the order of 
Id lluug Chang, I lung and the dead 
laxly of Ills victim were taken to 
Korea. Tim body whs ent iuto six 
pieces, and a piece sent to each of 
the six governors of the leading 
provinces. After keeping the piece 
three days ou public exhibition, It 
will be scut to Mount Klip Pi Bou, 
regarded as being tho most dishon¬ 
orable mountain In Korea, sixty 
miles from Bcoul, tho capital. 

Tbe couriers who carry these pie¬ 
ce* will earn much money oil the 
road.

In 1778, on attack was mads by about 
100 Indians upon ponnally's Post. Ibis 
fort stood on Eidrr's Ran tn Green- 
brier county, Un miles from Lowisbarg. 
11 was a double log house, with a chim¬ 
ney in the center, and surrounded by a 
stockade of split logs. Tbs house was 
destroyed about the year lW, at which 
tiro* many bullets were found la the 
timber. The doom bare been p r es erv ed 
and s few week's since they were 
brought into Lewitburg to be shipped 
to the Museum of the West Virginia 
Historical Society, at Charlsdoa. 

Dick Pointer the old negro who acted 
so gallantly in its defence, died in the 
thirties. Tbs state had purchased bis 
freedom in reward for )Us services, and 
be was buried with the honors of war. 
Tbs account of the the attack on Don- 
nally’s Fort is here given from Stuart 9 $ 
Memoire: # 

Intelligence having been conveyed to 
Col. Donnally of the approach of the 
Indians, he lost no time in collecting all 
his nearest neighbors that night, 
and sent a servant to my house to in¬ 
form me. Before day about twenty 
men, including Hammond and Prior, 
were collected at Donnhlly's, and they 
had advantage of a stockade fort around 
and adjoining the house. On the next 
day they kept a good look-out, in mo¬ 
mentary expectation of the enemy. 

Colonel Samuel iewii was at my 
house when Donnally s servant came 
with the intelligence; and ws lost no 
time in alarming the people, and to col¬ 
lect as many men for defense as we 
ooulg get at Camp Union all the next 
day. But all were busy; some flying 
with their families to the inward settle¬ 
ments, and others securing their prop¬ 
erty, so that in the course of the day, 
we had not collected near one hundred 
men. On the following day wq <*>ut 
out two scouts to Donnally's, very early 
in the morning, who soon returhed with 
intelligence that the fort was attacked. 
The scouts had got within bne mile, and 
heard the guns firing briskly. We de¬ 
termined to give all'thsraid Veoould to 
the besieged, and every man who was

They 
soon fired out of the windows on the 
Indians so briskly, that when we got So 
tbs fori, ss von Se e n of them lay dead in 
the yard, ons of whom was s boy about 
fifteen or sixteen years old. Bis body 
wal so torn by the bullets that a man 
might have run his arm through him, 
yet he lived almost all day, and mhde a 
most lamentable cry. * The Indians 
called to him to go into the house. ' 
After dark, a fellow drew near to the 
fort and called out in Egnliah that he 
wanted le make peace. We invited 
him In to oonauit on the terms, but he 
declined our civility. They departed 
that night, after dragging eight of their 
slain out of the yard ; but we never af¬ 
terwards found where they buried 
them. They visited Greenbrier but 
twice afterwards, and then in very 
small parties, one of which killed a 
man and his wife, of the flame of Mun- 
day, and wounded Captain 8amuel 
McClung. Hie last person killed was 
Thomas Griffith ; his son wss taken, 
but going down the Kanawha, they 
were pursued, one of the Indians was 
killed, and the.boy was relieved, w hich 
ended our w are in Greenbrier wi tb the 
Indians, in the year 1780.

The greatest blow delt the bison 
herds of the Northwest was the 
completion of the Northern Pacific 
track west from bisu^rck to the 
itocky Mountains. Thd road prac« 
tically divided the herds, and those 
to the sontfei were soon swalloed op 
io the general slaughter waged by 
Indians, pot, hide auri tongue him. 
ters, foreign sportsman and others 
who were out to kill anything they 
saw on sight. 

This was daring the winter of 
1882-83. The buffaloes to the north 
were in many scattered bunds, but 
there was one great herd of not less 
than 75,000 head, which had found 
a temporary refuge in the triangle 
formed by the Musselshell Missouri 
and Yellowstone rivers iu Montana, 
and as yet they had not been 
“smelled out” by either red or white 
hunters. Hut they were as surely 
doomed as though already killed, 
for the railroad iron cut them off 
from the southern range, ami the In 
tliaii* of the Canadian northwest, as 
well as those ol our country, barred 
their retreat into the far North and 
so tney were hemmed in between 
the two, with no posibility of escape 
io either direction. This last ||prd 
was completely wbiped out. of exist 
ence in less than, four months, and 
t^fore the close of the year there 
were but a few singles and pairs 
left as fugitives in that vast country 
where but a yeiy* or two before they 
could have been counted almost by 
the hundreds of thousands. At the 
end of that season 800,000 buffalo 
hides were*Miipped«6HNt from Glen- 
dive, on the Yellowstone ltiypr.—

An our readers know, there has 
been an immense amount of litiga¬ 
tion involving, the ownership of the 
timber on a certain 3000 acre tract 
of land near Henry White’s, be¬ 
tween James R. Brewer and others 
and the Cumberland Lumber Co. 

Several suits were begun in the 
Circuit Court and injunctions were 
succeeding each other, when the 
whole went to the Uhltcd States 
Co art for ail indication. Mean¬ 
while tfhe lumber forces were en¬ 
gaged in “prostrating” the timber 
making it a sort of lumber war. In 
September last a consent decree 
was entered in the cause in the 
Federal Court, but since the litiga¬ 
tion Against the Cumberland Lum¬ 
ber Co. has not stopped, and last 
week it obtained an injunc¬ 
tion, through •- its counsel W.

This was the kind of thawing 
weather we experipneed this week, 
and caused the local seers to pre¬ 
dict on Monday that the ice would 
move as soon as the water could 
reach this place from the head of 
the river. That night about two 
o’clock the ice opposite the town 
went with a ^ang and the gorge 
passed by with its grinding noises. 
It made slow headway however, as 
it had only got. to Buckeye, four 
miles from here, by daybreak. 
Everyone has waited with the 
greatest interest«to hear from 
Koneeverte to know whether the 
booms held the ice or not. This is 
the first winter the dogs have ever 
lain in the river.. The booms at 
Ronceverte are the strongest, in 
the State, but it is agreed that 
nothing can withstand the ice. 
Should the booms be swept away, 
an enormous lot of logs will be 
logt, for after passing Ronceverte 
they are a practical loss, as the ex¬ 
pense of collecting them amounts 
to as much as it would to put a 
like amount of lumber in the boom 
at Ronceverte from the forests of 
Pocahontas. The lumber compa¬ 
nies have, daring the past month, 
had a large force consisting of fif¬ 
ty teams and a corresponding num¬ 
ber of men taking out the logs 
from the bed of the river. After 
the ioe has passed solid walls of 
ice several feet high protect each 
bank forming the stream into a 
sort of canal, so that a log which 
is foltewtM in the. wake of the 
goTge will float fifty miles without 
being stranded.

Pocahontas in 1823. 

The extract printed below is from 
a letter written by Col. J. Howe 
Peyton, the tint commonwealth’s 
attorney of this county, on bis first 
visit to Huntersville, at the first 
term of the “Superior Court" 
which was held after the formation 
of the county. , The two buiklinga, 
which he speaks of, were situated 
on the site of Mr. C. R. Moore’s 
house. The county in 1830 con¬ 
tained 2,542 people. Col. Peyton 
traveled with Judge Stuart from 
Staunton, and as hie letter sLowb, 
he was considerably impressed 
with the crudeness of the manner 
of living west of the Alleghany: 

“On Tuesday at two o'clock we 
arrived at Huntersville, the seat of 
Justice of Pocahuntas county—a 
place as much out of the world as 
Orim Tartary. Owing to the bad 
condition of the roads we were 
much fatigued and bore many 
marks of travel-stain. The so call¬ 
ed town of Huntersville consists 
of two illy-constructed time-worn, 
(though it is not time which has 
worn them,) weather-beaten cabins 
built oo logs and oovered with 
clapboards. My negro cabins on 
Jackson’a river are palaces in com¬ 
parison with them. 

“One of these wretched hovels 
is the residence of John Bradshaw, 
the other is called the loom-house 
for these people are self-sustaining. 
They spia • and weave. The big 
wheel and the little wheel are bir¬ 
ring in every hut and throwing off

The follownfo from Stetcaffa 
Memoir , is an account of of an In¬ 
dian raid on the early settlements 

of Greenbrier Valley. The coarse 
of their travels lay between Green¬ 
brier county and Rock bridge, and 
it is almost certain that the route 
lay by this place. The following 
account is taking from reprint in 
the Wmt Virginia SchoofaJounuil 
where it is credited to “Lewis’ 
History of West Virginia 

“The Indians commenced hostil¬ 
ities in 1763, when all the settle¬ 
ments in the Greenbrier valley 
were totally cut off bv a party ; of 

Indians headed by the Cornstalk 
warrior. The chief settlements 
were on Muddy errtk. The In¬ 
dians, in number about sixty, in¬ 
troduced themselves into the peo- 

f de’s houses under the mask of 
riendship, and every civility was 
offered them by the people, pro¬ 
viding them with victuals and ac¬ 
commodations for their entertain¬ 
ment, when, on a sudden, they 
killed the men and made prisoners 
of the women and children. Then 
they passed over into the Levels, 
where some families were collected 
at the house of Archibald Clenden- 
in where they Were*entertained, 
as at Muddy creek, in the most 
hospitable manner. Clendenin 
having just arrived from a hunt, 
with three fat elks, they were plen¬ 
tifully feasted. In the meantime 
an o]d women with a sore leg was 
show ing her distress to an Indian, 
and inquiring if he could adminis¬ 
ter to her relief; ho said he thought 
he could; and drawing his toma- 


How are times in Pocahontas? 
Does anybody know. Is there no 
money in the county or is it just 
hoarded away. There was a time, 
which the youngest of us can re¬ 
member, when a man could count 
on getting money at a certain time 
in the future. He could count on 
it so surely that he could spend 
his bottom dollar and be easy in 
his mind. Now-a-days a man is 
afraid to pay his debts for fear 
that there will be a more urgeut 
need of a little cash the next day. 
Money will spend itself, they say, 
but while money is dribbled out, 
here aud there, the county will not 
be Hooded with currency—the state 
of affairs we so fervently* desire. 
In those days not so long ago if a 
man had fifty dollars he was uot 
afraid to spend it, knowing there 
was more where that came fropi. 
Now if he has fifty dollars he does 
not spend it, nqr does he even 
want any one to know he has it. I 
The lack of confidence is as great 
a drag on a fanning country like 
ours us it is in great commercial 
centers, with the difference that 
in the Stock Exchange men go in 
for making fortunes, and with us, 
for making livings. The farmers 
are notorious for being in debt, 
jwirtly becaose they do not make a 
great deal in the clear, but more 
especially because their land is the 
best security in Ike world* and 
their road to debt is made easy, by 
willing creditors. There is anoth¬ 
er ttoublo^ixi they do not owe 
tWli other. Thfcir debts are itue 
tlip^merchants,, which really meuus 
they owe the wholesale dealers In 
Baltimore, or some other distant 
city. We smile sometimes when 
we see an exception to the rule— 
one of our farmer friends who 
would break his neck in his hurry 
to pay a debt of twenty-four hours 
standing. But he has had plenty 
of object lessons to tench him all 
his life the horrors of being in 

debt. Some men have never 
Known what it was is to bo free. 

They inherited the encumbrance 
with their estate; they spend their 
lives in its shadow; and die at the 
very place they began. It is too 
much like swimming againftt acur- 
rent. Interest is the nightmare* 
Money on interest, and there is a 
world of it, doubles itself in about 
sixteen years. Has this vast wealth 
of wild land brought the owners 
anything in sixteen years? What 
other property increases and yields 
without constant labor or other ex¬ 
penditure? Thirty years ago a 
man may have paid one thousand 
dollars for a tract of land that he 
cannot sell for more now. He can

Mrs. Gragg is a mem¬ 
ber of the Lutheran Church, hav¬ 
ing been confirmed in her eigh¬ 
teenth year by Pastor Keamen- 
chnider, and has thus been a con¬ 
sistent Christian for sixty-nine 
years. She has living at this time 
sixty-four grandchildren and thir¬ 
ty-three great-grandchildren. She 
is never idle, putting in most of 
her time knitting. She dot's not 
use spectacles, About twelve 
years ago an accident deprived her 
of the power^ uf _»alkiuu. _ Still 
she is far from Iming a burden, on 
any one, and sits quietly in her 
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life but it ’‘will a merry one.

them. All tied before them; they 
were pursued to Cafrrs creek, in 
Rock bridge county, where many 
families were killed or taken by 
them. At Clendeniifs a scene of 
much cruelty was performed; a ne¬ 
gro woman, who w r as endeavoring 
to escape, killed her own child, 
who f, was pursuing her crying, lest 
she might be discovered by its 
cries. * Mrs. Clendennin did not 
fail to abuse the Indians wdth 
terms of reproach, catling them 
cowards, although the tomahawk 
was drawn over her head with 
threats of instant death, and the 
scalp of her husband lashed about 
her jaws. The prisoners were all 
taken over to Muddy Creek, and a 
party of Indians reatined them 
there until the return of the others 
from Carr’s Creek, when the whole 
were taken off together. 

On the day they started frpm the 
foot of Keeney’s Knob, going over 
thh mountain, Mrs. Clendennin 
gave her infant child to a prisoner 
woman to carry, as the prisoners 
were in the centre of the line with 
the Indians in the front and rear, 
and she escaped into a thicket and 
concealed herself until they all 
passed by. The cries of the child 
soon caused the Indians to inquire 
for the mother, who was missing; 
and one of them said he would« 
soon ‘bring the cow to her calf.’ 
Taking the child by the heels, he 
bent its brains out against a tree, 
and thre^ing the body .down* in 
the path, all marched over it until 
its entrails were trampled out by 
the horses. She said she returned 
that night in the dark to her own 
house, a distance of more than ten 
rnifes, and covered her huslwuid’s 
corpse with rails which 1st iu the 
yard where he was killed in en¬ 
deavoring to escape over the fence 
with one of his children in hia 
arms. Then she went to a corn¬ 
field, where great fear came upon 
her, and she imagined bIio saw a 
man standing by her witliiu a few 
steps,. -— 

The Indians continued, the war 
until 1754, and with much depre¬ 
dation ou the frontier inhabitants, 
making incursions as far as within 
a few miles of Staunton.

Here two soldiers jumped into 
the cart, aud said it was theirs. 
The . missionaty made resistance, 
aud they caught hold of the mule 
and swore they would kill him. 
One of them struck him some 
heavy blows with his sword, but 
the padded Chines costume of the 
missionary saved him from being 
hurt. Then the other soldier pick¬ 
ed up a pole five or six feet long, 
and struck at him. The first stroke 
missed, but the second fetched him 
a stunning blow, but which was 
not serious. Seeing that this as¬ 
sailants ‘really ment murder, the 
missionary escaped, leaving the 
cart and jnule in their hands. 

From the letter Mr. Sydenstrick- 
er has evidently left the interior 
by this time. He speaks of the 
country as being in an uproar with 
no chauce for him to work. The 
letter ends with these words: 

. “1 hope our people at home will 
not be uneasy about our safety.

They brought the session to a bus¬ 
inesslike close, afid it was the prin¬ 
ciple businesslike featunT of the 
whole.

Fork of the South Branch of the 
Potomac. The scoutB discovered 
the encampment not fur from Har¬ 
per’s Mill. Strange to say, the In¬ 
dians seemed to be heedless of 
danger. Some were dressing deer¬ 
skins, mending or making mocca¬ 
sins, some cooking and hunting 
and fishing. The scouts having 
made their report, the officers held 
a consultation. It m debated 
whether the attack -be made at 
once or wait until night. It seem- 
ing most likely that the Indian 
scoifts might get on the trail of the 
whites before night and kpnce be 
warned of their danger, it was con¬ 
cluded best to attack them without 
delay. The three companies were 
to be-deployed in such a manner 
as to invest the camp and to begin 
the attack simultaneously. .Major 
Vance was sent forward to a point 
overlooking the encampment, with 
instructions that if the Indians 
showed any signs of having dis¬ 
covered the approach of the whites 
to signify It by firing a gun. Lew¬ 
is and Dickinson had nearly reach¬ 
ed the points they wished in order 
to open the attack, but Christie 
had not quite reached his position, 
when the signal was heard. Lew¬ 
is and Dickinson rushed in. Un¬ 
fortunately, Christie’s men set up 
a tremendous yelling, and began 
to rush toward the scene of nctian. 
The Indians, with much presence 
of mind, retreated in the direction 
where there was no noisq, and 
what happened to be the course 
most favorable for their escape, so 
they succeeded in making good 
their retreat without a slight loss 
of life. One warrior came into 
camp, after a short lull, and dodg- 
ed from tree to tree, escaping the 
shots discharged and the toma- 
tiaws and atones thrown at him un¬ 
til he reachedohis gun, and then he 
darted off, apparently unharmed. 
Blame was attached to Maior 
Vance for being in too mueh or a 
hprry in giving the sigual for the 
attack, hut he and his companion 
made what was decided to be a 
good excuse. Major Vance said 
they happened on two Indians,Jone 
leading a horse the other holding 
a buck upon-*it, and they were 
coming in a direction by which 
they would unavoidably be discov¬ 
ered. So it was thought better to 
shoot them than be discovered, 
and the Indians in camp have 
timely warning of the approach of 
the pursuers. All the plunder of 
any value found in camp; horses, 
blankets, guns, knives, pots, and 
kettlee, was taken to Wayesboro,

costs and expenses of Baid suit, 
shall be entitled to have their 
claims first paid in full pro rata 
out of the property so transferred 
or charged in preference to any 
creditor of such debtor who shall 
before final ‘decree decline or fail 
to sp unite anti agree to contribute

All the doors on this floor are, as 
are all the doors throughout the 
building, two inches thick, three 
feet three ioobes wide, and eight 
feet s'X inches high, with a tran¬ 
som over each door thirty nine by 
forty six inches. The entire boild 
ing is wainscotted with oak four 
feet high with eleven inch molded 
base, finished'vith a double Tirade<T 
cup of a tasty design. All the 
hardware in this building is of the 
best patents and patterns of solid

The maiD stairway leading from 
thia floor lands on the ell shaped 
hail on the court room floor.

ET THE ABCHmCTURAL EDITOB. > 

The wonderful development and 
growth in values of Pocahontas 
County, in the half decade jnst pass¬ 
ed, may be' readily Illustrated by 
relative comparison, and the rapid 
strides of improvement are shown 
by examination of her new court 
'EodU find jait re ce n t l y completed. 

Briefly, ttie court bouse is a well- 
designed piece of architecture or 
the most modern design. The 
building proper Is'sixty six feet by 
seventy two feet. Consisting of 
three floors. The basement con¬ 
sists of s ig-.r ooms and two large 
bulls. In this basement are four 
large beaters or furnaces, which 
heat the entire brttfding throughout^ 
and will say jiqit here they have 
been well tested. 

The basement has four furnace 
rroms, one sanitary room, one 
sloragfe loom, oue fresh air room, 
a’td oue foul air room. This base 
ment story is built of stone, and 
finished with bard fluish on all 
walls. The floors are all grouted 
an 1 finished with a smooth Port 
laud oemeut. Oue exit from this 
basement is up a flight of stairs 
made of native Pocahontas oak. 
Here we land in the side or cross 
ball of the first story floor. Me 
find this ball to be fourteen feet 
wide and thirty two feet long, with 
s fourteen foot qpll to ceiling. We 
then euter the main hall, which is 
ten by seventy-two feet. From this 
main ball we gain entranoe to all 
the county offices. First the Coun 
ty Clerk’s office which is sixteen by 
thirty feet. Leading from this room 
we 6iuer~* large fire-proef vault, 
nine by fonrteeu feet, with walls of 
brick twenty two inches tbiub. Tto 
floors aDd ceilings are made of coo 
crete, and supported by large t-teel 
beams, with arches of brick, and 
finished with Portland cemene. The 
openings are Becnred with Manly 
Mfg’a. best fire proof steel shatters 
of the vei.v latest desigu: the door

whole county was looking with 
feelings of deepest satisfaction, 
gave Jailer Siple the slip^st Sun¬ 
day night, and left him bemoaning 
his fate as a victim of misplaced 
confidence. 

On that evening the jailer went 
into the jail to give the prisoners 
their sapper ana make everything 
ready for the night. The negroes 
were in a cell on the left hand aide 
near the door of the corridor. The 
lever looking the cells was thrown, 
barring the cell doors, but the 
“dead-lock,” which would have 
prevented the occurrence, was not 
adjusted, and this^was the one lit* 
tie bit of negligence on the jailer’s 
part. The jailer then unlocked 
the doer of the oorridor and went 
into a cell beyond where the ne¬ 
groes were oonfined to get a slop 
buoket. While he waa m this cell 
the two prisoners clambered np 
the side of their cage, reached 
through the bars, and slid the lev¬ 
ers bac| releasing the door, which 
could never have been done bad 
the oatch been adjusted to the lev* 
or. In an instant they were in the 
corridor, through the door, which 
Cumberland locked iu the jailer’s 
face. Just at this point the jailer 
would have given all he was worth 
to have had'his hands on his trus¬ 
ty pistol wbioh he hfed failed to 
bring along. 

The occasion was evidently such 
that words were wholly superflu¬ 
ous, and none passed. The ne¬ 
groes ran through thq hallway, out 
at the front door of the jail, and 
climbing the bluff back of the jail, 
passed by the cemetery and ont of 
sight just about'dusk. The jail¬ 
er’s wife liberated him in a few] 
minutes, and the alarm was given.

• In a few minutes la number of 
men were on the ground, ffmong 
Whom was the State’s Attorney, 
Mr. L. M, McClintio. Zt He placed 
a reward of # 2 u 0 upon them, assur¬ 
ing the crowd that if the Coonty 
Court refused to ratify it, that it 
would be .raised from the oontribd- 
iious . of private citizens. There 
were a number of ready helpers at 
hand with'anps and ^horses, efeger 
for the chase, reward or no reward, 
for it has boon s<nd that of all ex¬ 
citing work -bothing comes near 
that of halting a man. In the di¬ 
ction the fugitives took foere. lie. 
miles of unbroken wilderfiqsa, and 
if thev'-kept to the woods search 
woakrbe hopelefe. It was univer-, 
sally supposed that fhev would 
steal horses and make tor some 
railroad station. .They would have 
the choice of Hot Springs, Mill-t 
boro, White Sulphur, Ronceverte, 
Camden-on-the-Gauley, • Rio kens, 
Beverly, Elkins, or bryjs as the 
point at which they might board a 
train. Runners were sent in all 
directions, and the roads of the 
county were well patroled that night. 
This country has not seen in years 
such a rain as fell that night. The 
water came down in a perfect sheet 
The roads were transformed into 
streams of water.- The streams 
speedily became too high to be 
forded, and the condition of the 
fugitives in the wet brush can be 
imagined. -They were very thinly 
clothed and without food. The 
writer is perfectly able to speak of 
that night, for he was ont until 
three in the morning, and of all 
the storms to which he has ever 
been exposed; this was the worst. 
No sign of the men were discover¬ 
ed that night The next morning 
waters of the coonty were all past 
riding, which would cut tjiem off 
from any direction except to the 
north. On this morning Mrs. 8 . 
L. Brown a negro on the point 
of a high ridge overlooking the 
town. As no one Uves in this di¬ 
rection, and no one oouki be there 
hunting at this time of year, tbe 
only conclusion that oonld bp 
drawn was that it was one of the 
men wanted. A large party *ith 
Winchesters surrounded the ridge 
and searched it carefully, but no

sign was discovered. Tbe whole 
country is aroused, as these men 
are believed to be the parties guil¬ 
ty of the atrocious robberies in the 
Levels, which have terrorized that 
community. Notwithstanding that 


indictment, much of-the most im 
portant evidence being reserved on 
tbe part of the State. 

„• DESCRIPTION OF THE MEN. 

Armstrong* is a man of about 
thirty-five. He is a light mnlatto, 
has a long-like face in which the 
bones Bhow prominently; wore a 
black, heavy mustache and small 
mde-burns; is about six feet high; 
has a defective front tooth; is s 
load and fluenstalker sad gesticu* 
lates freely; is tbe leader of the 
party and the spokesman, and has 
a very intelligent face. ’"He spent 
the first part of his life in Poca¬ 
hontas, but sinoe then fend lived in 
Ohio, where he served s 'term in 
the penitentiary. Cumberland is a 
younger and darker^ negro; has a 
broad and short face and a very 
Wide month, reminds one of a cat- 
*h; has a brutal and very unpre¬ 
possessing look; the lower part of 
ms face is seared and scared as 
though by scrofula or other akin 
disease. Both are large, powerful 
men, and may be expected to make 
a desperate resistance if arrested- 
Are supposed to he unarmed. 

WHOSE VAULT IS IT?. 

This is the mopt difficult part of 
the account to' write. A kind- 
hearted man approached both 
newspapers with tne request that 
we write up the account in such a 
manner as that “no blame would 
attach to either the jail or the jail¬ 
er.” This made us feel disposed 
to lay it upon some body in pais, 
as they say in law. However, Jail¬ 
er Siple, who-is one at our most 
respected officials, and with whom 
no one has ever heretofore had the 
lpast occasion to find fault, relieves 
ous embarrassment by declaring 
that it was no fault of the jail 
The matter is just simply this that 
the slight omission of failing to se¬ 
cure the lever in the ordinary man¬ 
ner was noticed by the prisoners 
and their-boldness , enabled them to 
carry odt their, attempt Vith great 
coolnesg and dispatch. We may 
feel veiy sure that this is- the very 
lust escape -that will be made, if 
Will Siple keeps that jail for fifty 

J ears. During,the last year there 
ave been seven arrests made of 
men charged with felony. Of 
these four nave broken jail. This 
makes-the business ,a very serious 
matter. When the new jail was 
occupied this fashion -Of escaping 
was BuppqBed to he one fof the'post, 
but nevertheless the old -establish¬ 
ed historical fact has again been 
demonstrated that “thfcre has never 
been W jail or fortreaA built so se¬ 
curely bat that at some time br 
other the ingenuity of masc-has ac¬ 
complished an e^fe^e from it.” 
The Buperintonde 
ing, whjch has just 
remarked, on, hearing the .nAto*, 
that the “Manly Manufacturing 
Company has always claimed that 
it could make the jails, but was 
Unable to make jailqm.”, Arm¬ 
strong is the man who burnt a hole 
thro,ugh an eight-inch, solid-oak 
wall at Huntersville,.And crawled 
through it, and he ought 10 have 
been put in chains after that 

THE CAPTURE. *

This account, which is fast 
growing to be of magazine length,] 
can be made complete by details 
of the oaptnre of the prisoners. 
About dusk on Tuesday eveiyng, 
exactly two days fnma>tpe escape, 
great noise of people shooting and 
cries of “rope!” “rope!”'were heard 
all over town, and a large prooes- 
sion escorted Armstrong and Cum¬ 
berland through the mfcin street of 
the town and saw them safely lodg¬ 
ed in jail. ', _ • 

The men presented s sorry pic¬ 
ture, being all bat barefooted, with 
their clothing torn and bedraggled 
and all their natural vitality wash¬ 
ed ont of them by the fearral rains 
while they were wandering and 
starvihg in the wet woods of the 
mountains to the west of u*. 

The aooount at the route they 
took is about in tpis way: On 
gaining the top of the Cemetery 
hill they plunged down, into, and 
across Knapp’s Greek, into. Buck- 
ley Mountain, crossed the Green¬ 
brier in a stolen canoe at Buckeye, 

. wandered np 8 wago Creek, crossed 
ovex to Stoney Creek; which they

[thought was William's River, came 
down the stream towards Marlin- 
ton until they reached the Old 
Hamlin Chapel, whioh is an old 
and almost disused church right 
on the stream, in which they slept 
until 9 o’clock Monday morning. 
Thus they had made almost a cir¬ 
cuit of this town within s radios 
of four miles the first night. The 
fearful rain that*night confused 
them and they lost their wny. 

'At nine they ascended the moun¬ 
tain to John Curry’s and got some¬ 
thing to eat—the first in twenty- 
four hours. Here Armstrong had 
a chill. They aimed again for 
William’s River and went down 
Swago By mistake to within a mile 
from the Greenbrier. - Starting 
right they reached the Burgess 
Barn, oh Beaver Dam, and lay 
there Monday night. They struck 
the main branch of William’s Riv¬ 
er that morning hbout tan miles 
from Marlinton, having been two 
j nights and a day going that dis¬ 
tance. They went down the river 
and forded it thirteen times. The 
river was very full. 

They reached J. R. Davis’ house 
on Mr. C. E. Beard’s plaoe, and 
got something to eat just s few 
minutes after Mr. Davis had re¬ 
ceived word of the escape. Mr. 
Davis followed them and got Al- 
von Burr and came on the negroes 
lving iu a patch of Jbrush by a lit¬ 
tle fire. Covering them witnrtheir 
Winchesters, they ordered them to 
throw* np their hands, whiyh they 
did with great quickness. They 
were then marched into town, and"] 
arrived almost dead from fatigue 
and exposure. 

Thus ended (the most exciting 
event that ever stirred up the 
tovtn, though people at a distance 
may be unable to see how the es- 
cape, chase, and capture of two 
poor devils could have moved the 
citizens of the town to each an ex¬ 
tant. The fact is that every -one 
deemed it his duty to do all m his 
power to recapture these men, and 
aid not like tne idea of the two ne¬ 
groes outwitting the qonnty. 

The alarm was so generally given 
that the men found evete the Wil¬ 
liam’s River route closed to them, 
though the legst attention was paid 
to this 1

Additional locks are provided

places before tbe door of the box 
can be cloned. Tbe bolts are also 
arranged so tbAt they cauuot be 
moved while the door Is open, all of 
which ia to preclude mistaken or 
carelessness by tbe jailer.

The hill 
of tne leaves at the beginning of 
Winter is thus necessaiy to tlie 
pi mt*s protection. If they were kill 
ed off saddeuly by frost while in the 
active exercise of their functions, 
the congelation of the large quantl- 
tit.v of^watercirculating through the 
plant would rupture the tissues, and 
cause death; lint the water in circu¬ 
lation having lieen gradually, evap 
orated at an earlier stage, the plant 
is in no danger from this cause.

Last'Murder by Indians in this 

State. 

This month marks the centen¬ 
nial of the last Indian depredation 
and murder committed in this 
State. In the month of June, 
1795, a party of Indians visited the 
honso of John Bozarth, situated 
on Leading Creek, near Buekh*n- 
non. Mr. Bozarth and sons George 
and John, were engaged in draw¬ 
ing grain from the field to the 
l»rn, when they heard agonizing 
shrieks in the direction of the 
house. They deserted their team 
and started for home, but before 
arriving sighted Indians at the 
house. One Indian took aim and 
fired at George, who was in front, 
but as the Indian was about to fire 
George fell down ns if dead, though 
unhurt. The Indian pursued the 
father, who inado good hiB escape 
in flight. George got up after tne 
Indian passed him by and escaped 
him also. The yonnger son John 
was killed. The Indians at the 
house killed two or three Bmall 
children aitd took Mrs. Bozarth 
and two boys prisoners. With 
these they returned to their towns 
and surrendered to Gen. W«yne 
who had succeeded in effecting a 
treaty of peace .—Clarksburg

Legislation.— “The chief fault 
with what are called our Sunday 
laws is that they had thorr origin 
in a desire to enforce a religious or

Legislation. 

“So far as Iswb relate especially 
to Sunday, they should have other 
than religious grounds. Not only 
religious teachings but the custom 
of centuries in Christian lands has 
establish*! the first d,ay of the 
week as a day of woYship and of 
reet, and there is no need of argu¬ 
ment in support of its mainte¬ 
nance. Those who desire to use 
it for worship are entitled to pro¬ 
tection from any disorders or dis¬ 
turbance that wonld interfere with 
the fullest enjoyment of their right 
in that respect. Those who desire 
to use it for rest and recreation 
should be protected against coer¬ 
cion of employers or others to oom- 
pci them to forego that privilege 
against their will.... In making 
laws relating to "the subject, the 
purpose ana scope of legislation 
should not be lost sight of. It is 
not to coerce anybody into a relig¬ 
ions observance, bnt to proleot all 
In their reasonable rights and lib¬ 
erties as citizens, and to protect 
society against evils injurious to 
the general body of citizens."—

The late session of the Pocahon¬ 
tas Teachers Institute will be re¬ 
membered for a good while to 
como for the attention given to the 
Matter of seouring a better attend¬ 
ance of the children and youths of 
ochool age. Among the remedies 
recommended was some kind of s 
compulsory law, the discontinu¬ 
ance *of schools where parents re¬ 
fuse to send their children. The 
prevailing sentiment seemed to fa¬ 
vour a compulsory Jaw so framed 
that its application may not out¬ 
rage the sentiments of the people, 
and yot will secure a better attend¬ 
ance without oppressing the pa¬ 
rents or wards* Such a principle 
applied to legislation would even¬ 
tually undermine all governmental 
administration, and but little jury 
attendance, revenue, military ser- 
-rice, or road-making would be at 
the command of the government. 
The boycott method has its objec¬ 
tions, too, for it would place the 
few families who would patronize 
schools at the mercy of the igno¬ 
rant and capricious, and make tbe 
character of the teachors such as 
may suit the v bims and caprices 
of that element of society. The 
government should make a sacri¬ 
fice to favour and protect its good 
famil.es from such a humiliation, 
for it would.ba to its interest so to 
do. The minority should always 
becure the fostering care of the 
majority if the best results of a hu¬ 
mane and intelligent legislation 
are to be secured. The trend is in 
a hopeful direction, and let the 
matter be carefully considered and 
all will bo well with our magnifi¬ 
cent Woet Virginia ppblic school 
system.

The safety bioyole was invented, 
and thousands of hands found em¬ 
ployment, new faotories sprung up 
and still the demand oould not be 
supplied. It takes about five years 
to raise a horse, while a bicycle 
can be manufactured in five hours, 
and the fanner looked down with 
supreme oontempt on the dude 
sportsman who whiszed by him on 
the bioyole, bnt did not take the 
hint, bnt calmly kept hia colts to 
sell them in 1895 for what they 
wonld bring, whioh was not much 
more than they would have brought 
when they were mnch younger. * 

The authorities say that horse- 
brefiding has declined to suoh an 
extent that in a year Jor two they 
will be higher than ever. The 
oountry is not apt to see the day 
Boon when it can do without its 
horses, and it is not a wild thing to 
say that when the men of America 
cease to know what it is to govern 
and oontrol homes they will be a 
lose sturdy and masterful raoe.

Petersburg Lease. 

Mayaville has everything to win 
and nothing to lose m the county 
seat removal question ovqy in 
Grant county. The ooonty seat 
was transferred from Mfysville to 
Petersburg a great many years ago 
by a special sot of the legislature. 
Afterwards the constitution was 
amended denying the legislature 
power to pass such special acts, 
but the last session of the state’s 
lawmakers passed an act providing 
that, where formerly the legisla¬ 
ture had, by special legislation, or¬ 
dained the removal of a ooonty 
seat, that county seat could again 
be removed on a majority vote of 
the electors of the couuty. The 
citizens of Grant oonnty opposed 
to the present removal propose to 
test the constitutionality of the 
present aot. 

The county court met at Peters¬ 
burg Monday to oount the vote re¬ 
cently cast. Tbe majority for 
Mayaville was 286, but on a three- 
fifth vote the majority for Peters¬ 
burg would have been 10. 

Twelve or fourteen teams and 
three or fcmr hundred men from 
Mayaville went over to Petersburg 
to remove the records, After the re¬ 
sult of the. election was officially 
declared..

It sometimes occurs crystallised in 
short imbedded hexagonal prisms; 
but generally massivd, and more or 
leas radiated, foilated, scaly, or 
compaot.

It is 
also extensively employed to- give 
a black gloes to iron grates, stoves, 
railings, etc., and to diminish the 
friction of belts and other parts of 
machinery. It is also much used 
by electricians. Lately it hi-s b -en 
suggested as a lubricating rgent in 
the cartridges of riflee instead of 
lard or tallow.

, property and emigrated to Augus¬ 
ta County, and located in the 
Back Creek Valley on property 
now owned by William Crummett, 
in south-west Highland.

When we take a glance at the var¬ 
ious professions, teaching especial¬ 
ly, we notice that the leaders there¬ 
in are those who are wide-awake, 
and are constantly striving to bet¬ 
ter qualify themselves for their po¬ 
sitions. The grave responsibility 
of the teacher imperatively, de¬ 
mands that he thoroughly qualify 
himself for his work. God haven- 
trusted to us no duty so responsi¬ 
ble as the teaching and culture of 
the young mind. The duties of 
the farmer, mechanic, physician, 
etc., are necessary to the well-being 
of society, but they all relnte to 
that which is temporary and per¬ 
ishable; while teaching in its pri¬ 
mary and full sense embraces that 
prei>aration which must necessarily 
be made by mortal beings for the 
full enjoyment of life beyond the 
grave. The teacher should enter 
upon his work with motives the 

S urest that can actuate human con- 
uct. for if there is any work di¬ 
vinely appointed, it is thnt of 
teaching.

The flower of each nation, the Rose 
for England, the Thistle for Scot¬ 
land, the Bhamrock for Ireland, 
the Lily for France, are the flowers 
d«ignated by public preference, 
and indigenous to the land. Each 
country should have for its flower 
emblem the hardiest flower that 
grows in its limits. In the up¬ 
lands of West Virginia, the wild 
honeysuckle flourishes in abun¬ 
dance over widely extended areas. 
In a state so characterized by 
mountains as ours, and whose mot¬ 
to monUmi semper libiti is signif¬ 
icant of the unquenchable free¬ 
dom of our people, the fitness of 
things requires the selection of 
some hardy, tongh indigenous flow¬ 
er for the floral emblem. A more 
beautiful and sturdier plant than 
the wild honeysuckle of West Vir¬ 
ginia, is not to be found among 
those native to the soil. T)ie true* 
name for the Honeysuckle is the 
Azalea. The word Azalea is of 
Greek origin, and means dry, be- 
oause it flourishes beet in dry 
ground. The varied hues of this 
flower have given a name to a 
well known coloring agent, the ar- 
zalene, remarkable for its beauty 

and unfading qualities. There are 
thirteen varieties, having pecul¬ 
iarities of stem and color, and yet 
all are the same flower. No flower 
blooms more kindly in onr State, 
should claim the respect of honest 
and hardy West Virginians, and 
in comparison with all the other 
flowers, appears well fitted in every 
way to be regarded as the state 
flower.

Finally he did the desperate 
deed. He made an excursion up 
the creek, and he bad never seen 
frogs bite before. In the excite¬ 
ment of the chase he caught about 
a dozen, and coming home the 
thought of eating them all filled 
him with loathing.

The 
cut-worm is a dull, ignorant, but 
very thorough brute, and lays hold 
of the nearest green thing to him 
and cuts it down and eats it up 
and goes on to tbe next thing in 
the row. Paris-green on weeds 
scattered at night will poison great 
numbers os them. If salt be scat¬ 
tered around a particular plant 
cut-wonna will not bother it. All 
this, and much more, ia told by a 
naturalist whoee scientific sense 
has been outraged by the report 
that cut-worms turned to grass¬ 
hoppers. ___ • •

The act of tbe late Legislature 
requiring free schools to be run 
for five instead of months as 
the minimum length of time is re¬ 
garded in many different ways by 
the people whom, it affects. The 
citizens of this county seem to 
have been opposed to a school 
term of more than foor months, as 
none of the districts have ever in¬ 
creased the time, and have always 
taken advantage to close the school 
at the end of the least time the law 
allowed. The pay of the teacher* 
has always ranged on the ragged 
edge of the protection afforded 
them by law, and if by reason of 
strength they persuade the Board 
of Education to add a few dollars 
a month, it ia done by the hardest, 
and ija continuance ia never se¬ 
cure. The advent of the. five* 
fSonths school must present the 
question this year in a more se¬ 
rious light than ever: How oan 
the • free schools of the coonty be 
made a paying and profitable in¬ 
vestment of the funds? As it is 
now, the only hope trustees oan 
have as to the success of the school 
is in the teacher. The system 
permits a teacher to go into a 
neighborhood where he is un¬ 
known, furnishes him with a room, 
with furniture and fire, assures 
him a sufficient salary to keep him

' THE FALLS. 

BUll’s Creek is in southern Po- 
. cahontas, and is a stream some fif¬ 
teen yards wide. It disappears at 
the foot of Droop Mountain and 
has an underground passage under 
this tremendous mountain for 
about four miles. When it emerg¬ 
es it is called Locust Creek and 
continues as Locust Creek for 
about two miles where it enters 
the Greenbrier River. The main 
fall is a clear drop of seventy feet, 
the water being transformed into 
spray before it reaches the boltom. 
About three hundred yards above 
is the seoond fall where the water 
, • has a drop of thirty-five feet. Two 
hundred yards beyond is a third 
fall which is forty feet 

On this particular day luncheon 
i was made ready on a flat rock over 
whioh the water plunges in its sev¬ 
enty-foot fall. By s strange co¬

I know every teacher will agree 
with m«, that the teachers are 
compelled to study almost- all the 
time ih school and out - of,.school. 
So let every teacher do hia duty to 
the very best of his ability; teach 
oil he can, and try to make a euc- 
oesa of himself in his sefabol, and 
among his scholars, and if the 
trustees fail to visit him, he can 
ask them if they have dona their 
duty aa they have sworn to dfc;

Cranberry Glades. 

This wonderful natural curiosity 
is situated on the Glady Fork of 
Cranberry River, in the western 
part of Pocahontas County. On 
reaching an elevation near the 
head of the stream, the tourist 
looks down the valley and sees 
what he takes to be the finest farm 
in the county. His first question 
is apt to be "“What great improve¬ 
ment is that down there?” The 
answer may be “that is one which 
has been there a long timet” It is 
a very impressive sight to see that 
magnificent bottom land, compris¬ 
ing hundreds of acres, apparently 
waving with the finest growing 
crops, and only lacking the cus¬ 
tomary cross-fences to make it like 
the fine farm it is taken to de at a 
short distance. On either side the 
mountains rise covered with a hea¬ 
vy growth of timber. i 

a visit to the Glades dispels the 
idea that it is valuable land. It 
comprises probably the largest and 
rnoBt dangerous bog of the State. 
Covered with a kind of turf, it will 
bear the weight of a man, but any 
movement on hia part will shake 
the earth for twenty feet around 
him. Cattle are lost if they try to 

f raze on its broad acres, and they 
now enough to give it a wide 
berth. It is said that a pole may 
be thrust to a depth of twenty feet 
and no solid bottom has been dis¬ 
covered to the bog. 

It takes its name from the fine 
cranberries which grow wild {here 
in quantities sufficient to supply 
the whole country. At some fu¬ 
ture time they may be cultivated 
and the cranberries for the United 
States be raised there.

Robert Beale, Esq. 

About the year 1827, Robert 
Bqale, Esq., of Botetourt County, 
Virginia, settled on Elk, a half- 
mile south-east of the place where 
Mary's-chapel now stands, (1895.) 
A bed of tansy near the roadside 
marks the spot where the residence 
stood. The house was built of 
hewn timbers and floored with 
plank sawn with the whip-saw by 
hand, and was considered an excel¬ 
lent building at that time. His 
wife was Mary Vance Poage, 
daughter of Major William Poage 
and Nanoy Warwick Poage, whose 
home was at Marlin’s Bottom. Who 
was a lady of most excellent quali¬ 
ties of mind and heart.

and good neighborhoods, and if 
we do not have good schools, whose 
blame is il? Is it always tho 
teachers? I think not. We ac¬ 
knowledge that it iff sometimes his 
fault, but not alwnys, and if we 
have good schools, teachers, pupils 
and jxirents must concur; they 
must work together, and we believe 
if the patrons and tenoher would 
pull together, shoulder to shonlder 
there would be n rarity of ‘‘no 
schools’’ ns we often bear some 
trustee or patron Bay, who probably 
never saw inside of a school-house 
in their lives as a pupil. 

Young teachers, if you want to 
teach, do not undertake one of 
these so called “ easy schools” be¬ 
cause the pupils don’t "know 
much.” I nncl tho most trouble 
a teacher has is with some patron 
or trustee, who can scarcely read 
or write his name. They do not 
always realize that the progress of 
education is slow, but they are the 
ones who grumble because the 
teacher does not make the fires or 
chop 'the wood, and sometimes 
want the teachor to teach from 
about sunrise to sunset, because 
they had to go to school before the 
sun was up, and come home by 
moonlight. I do not think we 
have many 1 trustees of this kind 
now-a-days, but often we hear 
Borne one speak of the teacher's 
“easy time”—commencing at 9 a. 
m. and dismissing at 4 p. m. We 
are glad that we hare ninny good 
school men at'present. that realize 
that the teachers work, («. d) the 
earnest teacher’s work is almost an 
every day business, and that he 
has to study almost incessantly in 
order to qualify himself better for 
his position.
